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At the end of the school day most students leave to get 

started on their homework assignments or to participate 

in extracurricular activities/athletics.  For the La Cueva 

High School Marine Corps Junior ROTC, the end of the 

school day means the beginning of Science, Technology, 

Engineering and Math (STEM) Projects.  When students 

are asked about what the JROTC Program does, the first 

response that comes to their mind is that the JROTC 

Cadets are usually marching (drill) or shooting 

(marksmanship) and running (fitness).  Little do they 

know that the JROTC Program at La Cueva does more 

than just that!  The La Cueva JROTC Program has stu-

dents who are aspiring future designers, engineers, and 

builders.

STEM related projects.  One project that the cadets are 

involved in is known as SeaPerch, which requires design-

ing, engineering, and building an un-

derwater Remotely Operated Vehicle 

(ROV).  This ROV is required to ma-

neuver through various underwater 

obstacles to acquire points at each 

obstacle, not to mention there is a 

time restraint to which they need to 

be faster than their competitors.  

Senior Cadet Lieutenant Saquoia Pa-

dilla joined the SeaPerch Team be-

cause a friend asked her to.  In her 

first year with SeaPerch, she compet-

ed state-side which led her and her 

teammate to compete at the Nation-

als at Dartmouth University.  Stu-

dents build the ROV from a kit com-

prised of low-cost, easily accessible 

parts and by following a curriculum 

that teaches basic engineering and 

science concepts with a marine engi-

When one day ends for SeaPerch, 

the next day’s activities involve Team 

America Rocketry Chal lenge 

(TARC).  TARC is the world’s larg-

est student rocket contest and a key 

piece of the aerospace and defense 

industry’s strategy to build a stronger 

U.S. workforce in STEM.  Sponsored 

by the Aerospace Industries Associa-

tion (AIA) and the National Associa-

tion of Rocketry (NAR), TARC was 

created in the fall of 2002 as a one-

time celebration of the Centennial of Flight, but by popular 

demand became an annual program.  Senior Cadet Captain 

Ashleigh Namm says that she got involved with STEM pro-

jects as a form of relaxation from the academic day.  

While some students find it tiresome and time consuming, 

it allows her to focus and to be excited about creating 

something with her own hands.  For some students build-

ing and having hands-on experience is a way to relax and 

refocus before going home to start on their home-

work.  Being able to change your thought process from 

academics to design and build provides a sense of relief 

and motivation for the cadets.   

 

When not building ROVs or rockets, the cadets turn to 

the next project known as CyberPatriot which is a cyber 

security competition.  CyberPatriot is the National 

Youth Cyber Defense Competition.  The competition 

puts teams of high school and middle school students in 

the position of newly hired IT professionals tasked with 

managing the network of a small company.  In the rounds 

of competition, teams are given a set of virtual images 

that represent operating systems and are tasked with 

finding cyber security vulnerabilities within the images 

and hardening the system while maintaining critical ser-

vices in a six-hour period.  Teams compete for the top 

placement within their state and region, and the top 

teams in the nation earn all-expenses paid trips to Balti-

more, MD for the National Finals Competition where 

they can earn national recognition and scholarship money. 

 

Three years ago La Cueva finished third in the Nation be-

hind two other Marine programs.  The competition be-

tween programs has gotten very intense and has driven 

the cadets to do better each and every year.  Cadet Cam-

eron Mayo says that he enjoys the STEM projects as they 

give him the skills that he can use in life outside of the 

classroom.  The cadets develop the skills needed to be 

successful in life and to feel what it is like to be an engi-

neer or IT manager or even a rocket scientist.  What we 

try to do here in the JROTC program is challenge the ca-

dets not only in the classroom but outside the class-

room.  The JROTC program still 

participates in drill, color guard, 

orienteering, fitness, and rifle but 

there are other challenges out 

there in which the cadets can par-

ticipate.  The program does not 

shut down at the end of the school 

day but rather we begin phase two 

o f  t h e  JR O TC p ro g r am ; 

STEM.  Cadet First Sergeant  

Adam Winters (Senior) says, 

“These activities are great team 

building and problem solving activi-

ties.  There may be one big group of cadets working on a 

common goal but it’s a lot of smaller groups of cadets 

working on different projects that all fit together in the 

end.”  Bottom line is when the cadets are involved and 

excited about learning, the JROTC Instructors owe it to 

them to give the cadets the opportunity to excel and fol-

low their dreams.
